6,265,485 does not disclose "a controlled distribution copolymer block B having a styrene btocklness of the block B less than 40%." 
Trepka discloses randomizer that can be a tetrahydrofuran. Randomizers effect on the living anionic polymerization of B-block copolymer 
Randomizer effects on the distribution of the monomers and desired architecture of the resulting block copolymer. Randomizer is a 
controlling agent for producing the desired controlled distribution block copolymer, columns 7-8. Trepka does not use term "blockiness" in 
claim 17 (vl), however, this property would be expected since the block copolymer is produced by the analogous living anionic 
polymerization process in the prersence of a polar compound such as a randomizer, the rejection of record has not been withdrawn.
